Prevention’ of hundreds of 
uireraft accidents by supervis- 
ing for a few months the flight 
activities of pilots involved in 
previous accidents —whatever 
Yne cause-—~has been recommend- 
ed by Lt-Col Thomas H, Crouch 
of. the United States Naval Re- 
search Institute, Bethesda, 
Maryland, and Dr Daniel Horn 
of Langley Field, Virginia. 

These two authoritles recently tld 
the Aero Medical Associatlon In At- 


lantic City that any pilot who has’ 
-had..an.— accident, whether--because | 


of his own mistake or because of a 
plane defect, was five times more 
likely than nermal to have a second 
necldent, Most repeated accidents 
follow within 30 days, said thelr re- 
port, based on records of 9,000 mill- 
tary pilots who had had more than 
one accident, | .
